To amend and explain so much of Two Acts of the Sixth and 
Seventh Years of his late Majesty, and of the First Year 
of Her present Majesty, as relates to the Execution of Civil 
Bill Decrees for the Possession of Land in Ireland. 



23]®p by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament P™tl,. 

holden in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to extend the 
Jurisdiction and regulate the Proceedings of Civil Bill Courts in 
5 Ireland," certain provisions were made for the appointment of Bailiffs 
for the execution of the Decrees or Orders of the Civil Bill Courts 
therein mentioned ; and it was also thereby enacted, that Civil Bill 
Decrees for Possession of Lauds should be executed by the Sheriff, 
and also Decrees, so far as respected Costs in Ejectment Cases, and 
10 that every Sheriff should he entitled to and be paid a sum of Ten 
Shillings and Six-pence, and no more, for executing every Decree for 
delivering Possession made by an Assistant Barrister or Judge on 
appeal ; and the said Sheriffs were thereby required to execute all such 
- Decrees in person, or by his Deputy, within a week after the same

And whereas, by another Act passed in the Session of Parliament 
holden in the seventh year of bis late Majesty, and first year of the 
a Iei S“ of Her Present Majesty, intituled, “An Act to amend the Laws 
0 for the Recovery of Small Debts by Civil Bill in Ireland,” so much 
of the said Jirst-recited Act as relates to the appointment of Bailiffs 
for the purposes aforesaid, and to certain other matters, was repeaiell, 
and other provisions were made in relation thereto ; but it was provided,

or Judge on appeal should be executed by the Sheriff or his Deputy 
in person, in manner and within the time and for the Fee in the said 
first-recited Act in that behalf directed : 

And whereas doubts have arisen whether, under the said recited 
Provisions, Sheriffs in Ireland have power to appoint any Deputy other - 
than their Under Sheriffs for the purpose of executing such Civil 
Bill Decrees for the Possession of Lands : 

And whereas it is expedient to remove such Doubts j IB© it there- 
fore ©ttacteb, by The Q [JEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 1Q 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, THAT it shall and may be lawful to and for 
all Sheriffs in Ireland, when and as often as they shall be required so 
to do by any Plaintiff in any Civil Bill Ejectment Decree, by them- 
selves, or their Under Sheriffs acting in their names and on their 
behalf, by any writing or writings to be indorsed on any Civil Bill J 
Decrees for the Possession of Land now made, or hereafter to be made, 
to authorize, nominate and appoint any person or persons whom such 
Sheriff or Sheriffs may think fit to act as Deputy or Deputies of such 
Sheriffs, and at the peril of such Sheriff and Sheriffs to execute all 20 
Decrees for delivering Possession of Land made by any Assistant Bar- 
rister or Judge on appeal, and for the Costs of such Decrees ; and that 
such Deputy or Deputies shall execute the same in manner and within 
the time in the first hereinbefore in part recited Act directed in that 
behalf, and shall have for such purpose all and singular the same powers 25 
and authorities as the Sheriff or Sheriffs, Under Sheriff or Under Sheriffs 
by whom he or they shall be appointed : Provided always, That no 
larger or other Fee shall be paid to the Sheriff for executing either in 
person or by deputy any Decree for delivering the Possession of Land, 
than the said sum of Ten Shillings and Sixpence in said first-recited jo 
Act specified ; and that no Fee whatever shall be paid or payable 
to any Deputy or Deputies to be made or appointed under or in 
pursuance of the Provisions hereinbefore contained. 

And be it Enacted, That, save so far as the same are hereinbefore 
altered, the said two several hereinbefore in part recited Acts shall 35 
remain in full force and effect, any thing herein contained to the 
contrary thereof notwithstanding. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 
any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament. 
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
